Memorable Visit. 
Washington. April

department received from the United 
States consul general at Yokohama, 
Japan, a circular issued by the presi­ 
dent of the American Association of 
Japan, who is also the Japanese min­ 
ister of justice, relative to the pro­ 
posed erection at Kurihama of a mon­ 
ument commemorative of the arrival 
at that place about 48 years ago, of 
Commodore Perry, ll.

The chief justice carefully ex 
plained the various measures passed 
ny the Philippine commission, headed 
by Judge Taft, and showed him what 
provisions were made for education 
and progress and for municipal and 
provincial government. 
Listening with deep interest, £guin 
aldo exclaimed: 
Surprised at Our Liberality. 
“I never believed the Americans 
would be so fair and liberal.” 
Before the conversation ended, he 
had agreed to take the oath of alle­ 
giance and this was immediately ad 
ministered. 
Seuor Arellano says: 
‘‘Aguinaldos action will induce all 
the insurgents to surrender and I pre­ 
dict that the islands will be complete­ 
ly pact tied by June.
